Judge Thomas J. Maoicey of South 
Carolina who whs acting as counsel for 

tieneral Hazen before the court-martial, 
is a very (juccr fellow. Ho is an elder- 
ly man, but his hair and mustache, aro 
still jet black, and his eyes are a spierc- 
ing as ever. Ho is a man of excellent 

most i!ema.i'kable;ilQ\Kofg«§)rd8.\He can- 
talk for three hours without stopping 
for brenth. Senator Morgan of Alabama 
is the only other nian in Washington 
who can do this. ^lackey is a man of 
excellent family, too, and very proud 
of^'it. One bf his near relatives wa.s the 
late Dr. Marioii Sims of New York, 
whose niemoirs Judge Mackcy is com- 
piling. Unlike most of the Southern 
"Judges," the old geni Ifiiiian has a right 
to his title. They make Jutiges out of 
all sorts of material South as widl as 
North. Mackey was a very good Judge 
in his way. "\Vh9n be was appointed, 
he applied for' and bbiainecf' ad'iiiission 
to the b(»r;; faut bf defefence to the gen- 
eral opinion that a Judge ought to be a 
lawyer. But he didn't know enough 
law to hurt him. Tlio 
lawyers of his circuit (it was down in 
South Carolina) laughed when his ap- 
pointment was made, and , laughed, 
wiien bo was admitted to the bar. But 
1 do not kiio v that they laughed again 
-at least at him. The hrst day that he 
held court in his circuit the lawyers re- 
garded him as an olijcct of curiosity, 
who would soon be an object of pityr 
Court Saturday morning, as usual, at 10 
o'clock. At 12t 39 o'clock Jtidgo IVfac- 
key said: '*Tho court will now take a 
recess until 1 o'clock for dinner." The 
suprised lawyers iirotested that they 
had never heard of such a thing; it was 
always customary 10 adjourn the coiirt 
at 1 or 2 o'clock for the day. Judge 
Mackey responded that it was such 
practices as these which had thrown the 
cases on the docket of the Oircuil Court 
so far in arrears, and announced, his in- 
tention of bringing tlifliu right u)i. So 
the court took half an hour's recess. At 
1 o'clock Judge Mackey returned, and 
cnurt promptly opened. Some of the 
lawyers, used to theeasy ways of former 
.Judges, were still at dinner. As their 
casf^s were reached they were called, 
and, no n^sponse being made, were put 
at the foot of the docket. When they 
caini: sauntering in, an hour or so after- 
ward, those delinquent lawyers found . 
that their protests again^fc'Jth^liTud'ge.'s : 
action were of no avail. At 6 o'clock, 
after disposing of many cas^ ^^dge 
MncSeTy -astonished them allliy' an- 
nouncing: "Tiic court will take a recess 
until 7 o'clock this evening, when busi- 
ness •(idll be resumed." "But, your 
Honor," protested the lawyers, "wo 
have lieeii working hard all day- '-."So 
have I, "-.broke in Mackey — "wq'cking 
harder than any of you. Oonrt moot at 
7 o'c'ock." And it it did, the cases of 
those lawyers who wen.' not jjieseiu 
were placed at the foot of the t'ocket. 
Court sat that night until 11 o'clock. 
Then Judge Alackey said : "This court 
stands' adjourned until to-niorrow 
at 6 o'clock," The lawyers 



were too sleepy to protest. Besides, they 
knew it would bo of no use. The next 
day Judge JMackoy heard arguments 
from 8 until 12:30, from 1 to ti, and' 
from 7 to 11 o'clock. The next tiay the 
same, and ho on for several weeks, un- 
til he b&d< caught up with the arrears. 
He decidfe'd the cases as ho went along, 
always determining in favor of the side 
which seemed to his sensible mind most 
worthy. The brief of counsel for that { 
side formed tlio basis for the Judge's | 
opinion. At the end of the term the 
docket was clear; the people were de- j 
lightjed, bij't the lawyers were furioua | 
Lawyers said the decisions of J udge . 
'Mackey would bo reversed by the Court 
of Appeals, as a inatti^r of course. Hut 1 
they were not. lie had fewer revi^rsals | 
than any other Circuit Judge. liisj 
career on the IumicIi was most rn-ilii 
alile.

'I'lio water supply of Granvillo and Coal 
llarli'ir is very deficient and a supply 
iiiuat either bo brought from tho iiorthoru 
shore of tho Inlet through submerged 
pipes, or brought from Port Moody or 
liiirmihy Like, tho latter about four 
miles 'distant . 

Eriiiii (iijinville to Hastings, tho end of
